SENSE

RECENTLY I was traveling to a den- 
tal convention, and I shared a seat 
on the train with a man who told 
me he was a university professor. 
During our ride we discussed many 
subjects, but the one that interested 
me most was his statement that 
“most professional men today are 
mercenary” and that “professional 
fees are entirely too high for the 
services rendered.” He explained 
that fees in his field are based on 
actual cost plus basis, and he cited 
incidents to prove his contentions. 
Then he gave examples where med- 
ical and dental fees were charged 
without the slightest indication of 
the why or wherefore. 

I tried to refute his arguments, 
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Author believes dentistry is a 
form of art and fees should 


be computed on that basis. 


but I doubt that I fully convinced 
him that all professional men do 
not operate as he imagined. When 
we parted at the station he said to 
me, “The trouble with the profes- 
sional man is that he has become a 
business man and has lost the orig- 
inal idea of his profession, that the 
welfare of the patient and research 
are the primary objects of the pro- 
fessional man’s life.” 

Since that day, I have given 
serious thought to this statement. 
In some ways I think the professor 
is right, and in others I feel he is 
entirely wrong. 

His statement that we have be- 
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come business men is right, but he 
is still wrong if he believes we 
should not run our practices on a 
business-like basis. No matter what 
anyone may think, all professions 
are in a way connected with busi- 
ness. One of the greatest faults of 
' the early education in dentistry 
and medicine was the fact that 
there was no instruction given to 
the student relative to economics. 
Most of us who graduated in those 
days were so unprepared, that we 
made costly financial mistakes and 
we have suffered to a great degree 
all our lives. In order to overcome 
these obstacles, courses were insti- 
tuted in universities, and dental 
societies featured professional eco- 
nomists. High costs of living, in- 
flation and many other factors 
have entered the picture. All kinds 
of bookkeeping systems have been 
designed for professional use, and 
all types of complicated methods 
of cost accounting and fee compu- 
tation. The result being that today 
we have a situation in this country, 
where in hospitals, clinics, physi- 
cians and dentists’ offices, the busi- 
ness end of the professional is like 
“the tail that wags the dog.” 

I am not going to go into the 
subject of hospitals or clinics, be- 
cause I agree: with the professor 
that a book could be written on 
the business methods of these in- 
stitutions. I do hope that someone 
does have the courage to tackle 
this problem some day, as we both 
agreed it needs being brought out 
in the open. 
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My prime interest is in dentistry, 
and I shall stick to this subject 
alone. 

My first point is that dental eco- 
nomics and the art of dentistry are 
compatible so long as the primary 
goal is the welfare of the patient. 

Just what kind of economics do 
we need in a successful practice? 

My answer to this is that it 
should be as simple as possible, 
fair to ourselves and just to the 
patient. 

The idea of charging all the 
trafic will bear does not fit into 
this category. However, most den- 
tists have incomes far below that 
of most professions and trades that 
are in a comparable position. 

All we have to sell is our art 
and our time. I should like to 
speak of art in general and art in 
dentistry. Art is the ability to por- 
tray or construct that which is 
seen, felt or dreamed of by a per- 
son. 

All art is not beauty, and all 
artists are not gifted with the abil- 
ity to produce the ideal. Perfec- 
tionists are few and far between. 
However, many men and women 
have a love and appreciation of 
art, which sometimes resolves it- 
self into the everyday duties of life. 
For example, you would not class 
a bootblack as an artist, yet I have 
seen pride in the eyes of a boot- 
black who has put a mirrored shine 
on my shoes. This was his way of 
achieving the perfection in his art. 

Dentistry has its artists and per- 
fectionists. Some of our colleagues 
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stand out from the rest like a bea- 
con on a lonesome shore. However, 
in our profession, we have devel- 
oped an artistry by proxy. Many 
of us have turned our oral hygiene 
and prophylaxis over to dental hy- 
gienists. Much of our prosthetic 
and crown and bridgework is in 
the hands of commercial labora- 
tories or technicians whom we em- 
ploy in our offices. This leaves 
only the restorative or operating 
service for us. We have become a 
profession of specialists. The good 
old general practitioner is almost 
a thing of the past. 

You probably wonder how we 
can correlate artistry with econom- 
ics. Well, you will probably re- 
member that I stated that all we 
had to sell was our art and our 
time. If that artistry is just a me- 
chancial blueprint of a standard 
practice, then its value is fixed by 
productive methods. A lot of den- 
tistry is practiced this way, with 
little thought for the welfare of the 
patient and with more thought 
about the fee. However, I think 
most dentists do endeavor to give 
creative genius to the art that they 
practice. These men enjoy creating 
custom-built works of art in their 
operations. It is only fair that they 
should compute the value of their 
product on the basis of the value 
of the artistry they create. 

A well-planned reconstruction of 
a mouth is certainly worth more in 
patient welfare and service than 
one that is done without or with 
little planning. 

Therefore, if we want the public 
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to realize the value of our artistry, 
we must be able to show them, like 
the architect or the engineer, the 
plan of our structure and the ulti- 
mate cost. The professor would 
have to agree with this type of 
professional planning and _think- 
ing. 


Value of Time 

Now for our second item of pro- 
fessional value of services. I refer 
to the item of time. 

Almost every type of industry, 
business or profession bases its 
selling price or fees on a time-cost 
basis. The automobile mechanic, 
the TV repairman, the carpenter, 
painter, bricklayer and concrete 
worker, are all paid on a time-cost 
basis. Big industry in this country 
keeps time-cost surveys on many 
of its operations. In medicine, law 
and dentistry, there have been 
many studies made on operative 
and productive timing. In dentis- 
try, time is a variable thing. Some 
men believe that if they are ex- 
tremely busy, they must put an 
extremely high value on their time. 

I believe time is not as valuable 
as we might believe. It is true that 
when we are extremely busy, time 
is a valuable item, but if we hap- 
pen to have slack times, the value 
of our time falls off appreciably. 

Our greatest value lies in our 
artistic planning and the time con- 
sumed toward its fulfillment of the 
ultimate goal, the welfare of the 
patient. In our practice we do not 
have to copy the worker, who sits 
in an assembly line or puts screws

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in a machine at so much per hour. 
We must not lose sight of the fact 
that we are creative artists and that 
this is what we are being paid for 
and not for the mere time we spend 
at the chair. Our answer to the 
professor and to the laity should 
be: “I am an artisan, I have created 
for you a restoration, bridge, den- 
ture or whatever type of recon- 
struction you needed, with the sole 
thought of your welfare in mind. 
This has meant hours of planning 
and workmanship, for which I am 
entitled to what I consider a fair 
fee.” 

As to research, I am sure the 
professor is entirely wrong. Den- 
tistry has done a splendid job in 
all fields of research and our ef- 
forts are always being expanded 
in this field. 

Another point he brought up de- 
serves discussion. He stated that 
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he felt that we, as professional men, 
do not pay as much attention to 
the physical condition of our pa- 
tients as we should. I am sure he 
is correct in this statement to a 
certain degree. I have often won- 
dered how many dental practition- 
ers are aware of their patients’ 
physical condition when they are 
treating them. I believe it is neces- 
sary to obtain some form of medi- 
cal history from all our patients. 

Many factors, which we are un- 
able to discover in our routine den- 
tal examination, may be brought 
to light by these medical histories. 
This is particularly true in chil- 
dren where growth and develop- 
ment are so closely related to den- 
tal growth and dental diseases. 

With the increase of heart dis- 
ease, diabetes, cancer and many 
more conditions, it is wise to play 
safe in our relationship with our 
patients if we expect to have their 
welfare in mind. 

It is only fitting that if we wish 
our dollars to mean something in 
our lives and practices, we must 
be prepared to use sense in our 
relationship with our patients.

POLICE officials know from experi- 
ence that burglars like to work 
when and where the possibility of 
interruption is at a minimum. For 
this reason law enforcement agents 
regularly caution home owners 
against giving strangers any tell- 
tale clues as to the periods their 
properties are normally unoccu- 
pied. 

Unfortunately, this sound advice 
is of little value to a dentist. In- 
stead of remaining silent as to his 
comings and goings the dentist 
must “tell the world” the time of 
his professional activities. This 
necessity undoubtedly comforted 
the thieves who recently entered a 
dental office in an eastern city, un- 
hurriedly gathered together about 
one thousand dollars’ worth of mis-

Wherever your dental office is 
located, you should take pre- 


cautionary measures against 
thieves. 
cellaneous articles, and carried 


them away undetected. 

Like many offices, this one prob- 
ably was protected against tangible 
losses by insurance, which is a 
sensible safeguard for any dentist 
to have. However, few policies pro- 
tect against all the possible losses 
suffered when a professional office 
is subjected to forceful entry. In 
the foregoing case, for instance, 
the material stolen might be re- 
placed on relatively short notice, 
but the chair-time lost because of 
the dentist’s inability to meet his 
appointment schedule is gone for- 
ever. Whoever broke into the den- 
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tist’s operating room ripped out 
the motor and shaft that activated 
his handpiece. In a detailed search 
of drawers and cabinets, instru- 
ments and burs were scattered 
about, and even the carefully ar- 
ranged record cards were dumped 
from their file boxes. Then to com- 
plete the disrupting job the den- 
tist’s room conditioner was un- 
fastened from the office window 
and stolen with the other loot. 

It may be days before a practi- 
tioner is able to return to normal 
routine after an experience of this 
sort. His income skids to zero as 
he waits for repairmen, arranges 
for material replacements, and 
talks with insurance adjusters and 
the police. The net result is any- 
thing but pleasant. 

Some dentists believe that their 
equipment and supplies have no 
value to a burglar. There is, they 
argue, limited opportunity to 
“fence” dental materials, and 
pawnbrokers are reluctant to ac- 
cept such merchandise unless they 
know the customer. These dentists, 
however, overlook the driving de- 
sire of the narcotic user, who be- 
lieves the dentist’s office may sup- 
ply his addiction. Also, over week- 
ends offices have been entered by 
burglars who believed that fees col- 
lected on Saturday after the banks 
closed would be found in the prac- 
titioner’s desk. And, of course, 
there is the thief who chooses the 
dental office because of the need 
for an easy-to-dispose-of article 
not excepting any gold he might 
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happen upon. In one instance a 
burglar left a practitioner’s office 
with non-professional items that 
included a pen and pencil set, golf 
clubs, a topcoat, and an electric 
clock. In his search for articles 
that he might convert quickly into 
cash, he left a trail of disorder and 
a floor covered with everything 
that failed to interest him. After a 
looting of this type a professional 
office presents a discouraging pic- 
ture, and the dentist faces a situa- 
tion not always anticipated at the 
time he arranged for burglary in- 
surance. 


Precautions 

Protection against determined 
burglars is not an easy job, al- 
though police authorities claim 
that some of the obvious precau- 
tions are particularly effective. For 
instance, there is real value in the 
several minutes spent locking all 
doors and windows before the 
office is vacated for the day. Also, 
in some instances it has been 
found desirable to draw all blinds 
and shades to prevent inspection 
of the interior from outside. Just 
as a fur cape or camera left in a 
parked car may tempt thieves to 
break into the automobile, the fur- 
nishings of an unoccupied dental 
office may lure the burglar who 
can study the room before he 
enters. 

Following a busy day many 
practitioners close their desks, 
cabinets and files but do not lock 
them. “Anyone could force them 
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open with a strong screw driver,” 
one dentist remarked in excusing 
his casual security system. He is 
right, but he overlooks the fact that 
prying open a desk drawer or cab- 
inet compartment is distasteful to 
the professional burglar because it 
consumes time and requires him 
to make some noise. He prefers to 
work quietly and quickly and leave 
the scene without delay. That is 
why he usually refuses to search 
through a desk for some item of 
value. Instead, he simply tosses 
everything on the floor so it may 
be studied in one glance. 

One practical safeguard that also 
combines a mental hazard is the 
standard electric alarm that sounds 
an outside bell when a window or 
door is broken open by an un- 
authorized person. While some 
burglars have been known to ig- 
nore this type of protective meas- 
ure only to have their presence 
signaled to all within audible dis- 
tance, many more have turned 
away to seek less potentially dan- 
gerous territory. 

There is no standard burglary 
protection for dental offices. It 
must vary according to the loca- 
tion of the dentist’s working quar- 
ters. A ground floor site at a busy 
intersection is frequently provided 
a degree of protection by the reg- 
ular flow of pedestrian and motor 
traffic. Here the previously men- 
tioned fear of detection works 
against the potential burglar and 
in the interest of the practitioner. 
But the opposite applies in the case

of offices situated in residential 
areas, particularly where the indi- 
vidual property is separated from 
neighboring properties by consid- 
erable open space. Such locations 
point up the practical value of the 
system employed by a dentist in a 
semi-suburban community. As 
dusk approaches, this practitioner’s 
home-office is generously illumin- 
ated even though his evening ap- 
pointments are only on a now-and- 
then basis. Throughout the night 
an attractive lamp burns on the 
enclosed porch, which serves as a 
reception room during the den- 
tist’s operating hours, and an en- 
trance door at the side of the prop- 
erty that leads to the living quar- 
ters is bathed the night through 
by a “baby” spot light fastened to 
the ceiling of the small permanent 
canopy that serves to protect the 
doorway from the weather. 


Outside Lighting 

“My original intention,” the 
dentist explained, “was to use this 
illumination to remove the ‘not at 
home’ appearance the house had 
when it was in darkness. But neigh- 
bors and patients saw still another 
advantage in the inexpensive light- 
ing. They remarked about the 
warm, friendly atmosphere it cre- 
ated. I had not figured on my plan 
of protection also winning the good 
will of prospective patients, but | 
must admit that I am pleased with 
this unexpected benefit.” 

The problem of preventing loss- 
es to thieves is an entirely differ- 
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ent matter to the dentist who oc- 
cupies space in a_ professional 
building. Here he enjoys a degree 
of security unlike that of the pre- 
viously mentioned practitioners. In 
most of these buildings after-hour 
entrance is limited and routine 
checks of the property are made 
during the night. Those who have 
access to the dentist’s quarters are 
known to building authorities, 
which automatically contributes to 
reducing any tendency to burgla- 
rize. However, the superintendent 
of one of these properties offers his 
tenants a suggestion. “Do not,” he 
cautions, “leave valuables, espe- 
cially small articles, in your office 
overnight. Lock closets, desks, and 
cabinets before you leave. I be- 
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lieve my maintenance workers are 
honest, but I would rather not 
have them tempted.” 

Probably the simplest way to 
outwit burglars is to keep in mind 
the elementary fact that there are 
persons in your area who will 
enter your quarters and steal if 
they think you have something 
they can use or convert into cash 
and if you simplify their job of 
breaking in. 

Should you feel that protective 
measures are too much trouble, 
talk to a dentist who has been 
burglarized. Do not take a chance 
on repeating his experience.

Kansas City dentist finds retirement a dull life and after a six 


months’ trial returns to his practice.

I TRIED retirement, and I thank my 
lucky star that it was only an ex- 
periment, for had it not been on a 
trial basis, I would have been a 
sad and disappointed person. | 
look back now with a slight shud- 
der realizing that I almost burned 
my bridges behind me. Therefore, 
if you are considering retirement, 
I caution you to stop and think or 
else you also may be disappointed. 

To make this more impressive, I 
must explain my position so that 
you might compare it with yours. 
I received my dental degree in 
1916 and have practiced dentistry 
in the downtown section of a large 
city ever since. The date of my 





graduation should indicate that I 
am eligible for retirement so far 
as age and years of practice go. So 
I have been feeling for the last four 
or five years that I should retire. 
As time went on, I began to reasen 
that it was the proper thing to do. 
I had served my time and was en- 
titled to take life easier the rest of 
my days, doing what I pleased 
without being tied down to the 
daily routine of office practice. It 
seemed I could afford it, since | 
had saved a little and had made 
investments that were bringing in 
a few dollars. With overhead cut, 
I would not need a great deal. 
There was some change to be made 
in the office I rented anyway. So 
I might just as well call it quits 
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and spend more time on my writ- 
ing for the magazines to help me 
along with the expenses of living. 
I had done a little as a hobby and 
knew enough about writing to be 
quite certain about myself. 

One night I tossed about a lot 
in bed and did a great deal of 
thinking. I wondered if I really 
would be satisfied to resign to re- 
tirement, for it seemed so much 
the end of everything I had really 
known. I was retired for the night 
and still I was restless. That might 
also be the case after I had quit 
the office and the dental profession 
I had pursued over so many years. 
Then an idea came to me that 
seemed to solve my dilemma. | 
would take a trial retirement and 
find out just how much pleasure 
there was in that apparently green- 
er pasture and if, after all, it was 
what I wanted. 

I talked to my patients as they 
came in, telling them that I was 
taking a much needed vacation and 
rest and for them not to look for 
me until I got back, explaining 
that that would be when I tired of 
my vacation. However, I did not 
explain to them that this was a 
trial retirement. 


Stored Equipment 
Instead of selling my office 
equipment as I first had decided 
to do, I stored it, feeling quite sure 
it would take at least six months 
for me to definitely know whether 
or not I would make it a final and 
complete retirement. 
I was quick to make all arrange- 
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ments, storing my equipment and 
straightening out other affairs, and 
left for California. I had been 
there many times for a few weeks 
at a time and that was my dream 
place for retirement, not too close 
to the coast and still not too far 
away—thirty to forty minutes’ 
drive. The mountains were visible 
in the background, and cool even- 
ing breezes blew in from the ocean 
to make sleeping comfortable un- 
der two blankets. Such a life! It 
was all I had expected. The first 
six or eight weeks, life was one 
big round of fun and complete re- 
laxation. It was a daily round of 
trips to the beaches and the moun- 
tains, picnics and fishing. 

Then, the gay rounds became 
less appealing. There were days 
of skipping, indoor restlessness, 
searching for interesting activities, 
visits to the local dentist for chats. 
But he was busy, and just waiting 
in the reception room for a little 
“shop” talk between his appoint- 
ments became boresome. An oc- 
casional, almost unresistable, de- 
sire to say, “Let me look after this 
patient” came over me. If I could 
just get my fingers in their mouths 
and remove a tooth or two, I would 
be happy. However, it seemed fool- 
ish for me to think of asking him 
to let me take over his practice for 
even one patient. 

I turned to writing, the work | 
loved so much, and turned out 
page after page. It would be a way 
for me to work myself out of that 
restless feeling. From morning un- 
til night I applied myself, occasion- 
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ally taking a day off to drive out 
to some place that formerly looked 
pleasingly inviting, but when I 
got there it was the same over- 
worked place and did not interest 
me. Back to the typewriter, but it 
too seemed overworked. I had oc- 
casionally written some magazine 
articles and sales letters, but I had 
never held my nose down to it so 
steadily. Why was I doing it? I 
had temporarily left my dental 
practice to find out if I wanted re- 
tirement on a permanent basis. I 
was not there to trade dentistry 
permanently for a steady job at 
the typewriter. I liked writing, but 
not as a morning until night grind 
to drown my restlessness. I knew 
every park, beach, and other places 
of former interest by heart. There 
was nothing to which I could look 
forward. Financially, I was not 
worried, but I knew this could not 
go on for long or the “checking- 
out” period would come upon me 
all too soon. 

I have tried to express my feel- 
ings in detail in these paragraphs 
that they might be more impres- 
sive to other dentists who are con- 
sidering retirement, and that I 
might better convince you that a 
“trial retirement” is advisable. 
Sincerely, that is what I had 
planned to take and that is what I 
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took with the result that it was dis- 
appointing. In fact, I felt at the 
start that eight weeks at the most 
would give me an opportunity to 
see if that was really what I wanted 
to do, but an exceedingly hot and 
dry summer at the place from 
which I came was reported to me 
by my friends, so I just stayed on 
until fall and got myself good and 
tired before I returned to pick up 
my dental practice where I had 
left it, and I am extremely happy 
to meet my friends and patients at 
the office and tell them how tired I 
was from just doing nothing for 
six months. I am determined not 
to work as hard as I formerly did, 
but I like my work and an office to 
go to, and I am certain I will live 
longer if I take life easier there 
than I would if I were sitting 
around with hands folded and 
nothing to do. 

My advice to you who are think- 
ing along this line is: do not burn 
your bridges permanently behind 
you. Take a trial retirement and 
let your patients know that you are 
going on an extended vacation and 
will not return until you get tired 
of it. My guess is that you will 
come back tired—plenty tired.

RECENTLY a dentist I knew died 
after a long illness. His death was 
not unexpected, but when his 
widow began to settle his estate, 
she found herself faced with a task 
of vast proportions. My friend had 
been a capable dentist but a poor 
business man. It took many months 
for his wife to put his affairs in 
order. Had this dentist handled 
business matters as carefully as he 
had his practice, the chore would 
have consumed much less time. 

When the average business man 
dies, much of the information 
needed for settling his estate is 
available from company records. 
But it is unlikely that most dentists 
have assembled a complete account 
of their financial transactions. 

In talking with attorneys, | am 
impressed by the need for com- 
pleteness and accuracy in the clos- 
ing out of estates. The settlement 
of an estate may be delayed for

several months because of a minor 
detail. These problems and the ad- 
ditional investigation they demand 
can increase the cost of liquidating 
even a small estate far more than 
you might realize. 

Death is a subject none of us 
wish to contemplate, but it is an 
eventuality for which we should 
all prepare—even to the point of 
adjusting our everyday affairs. 
Here are several steps you need to 
follow to expedite the settlement 
of your estate should you die un- 
expectedly. 

Most dentists keep fairly accu- 
rate records of their accounts re- 
ceivable, but they do not itemize 
these accounts. Should any patient 
elect to dispute the accuracy of 
the claims made against him, con-

siderable delay might ensue before 
this account could be collected, and 
some accounts of this kind might 
prove entirely uncollectible with- 
out recourse to law. Human na- 
ture being as it is, some patients 
may conclude that an error was 
made in checking your outstand- 
ing accounts. When a request for 
payment is fortified by a complete 
description of the service being 
charged for, little basis is provided 
for such an opinion. As an addi- 
tional precautionary measure, why 
not make a practice of issuing re- 
ceipts for all payments made and 
requesting that patients accept 
them? Memorandums of each re- 
ceipt issued could be retained on 
the receipt book’s stub. 

As investments or gestures of 
friendship, you may have made 
loans, which remain unpaid at the 
time of your death. If the amount 
involved in these loans is small, 
you may have failed to secure them 
with mortgages or notes. Any loan 
should be evidenced by a signed, 
witnessed agreement. Otherwise, 
your death is liable to cancel the 
borrower’s obligation. 

Modern insurance coverage is 
complex. Various agreements may 
be reached between a policyholder 
and the issuing company at or 
after the time of the policy’s sale, 
which will alter the settlement of 
the policy. Annuity policies have 
numerous settlement options, which 
necessitate careful selection by the 
beneficiary to assure the most suit- 
able benefits. For this reason you 
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should discuss with some member 
of your family the provisions of 
the various policies you hold and 
explain the best settlements to 
choose. Insurance companies ad- 
vise keeping a list of the various 
companies with which you hold 
policies, the place you keep the 
policies and the name and address 
of each company’s representative. 

Even after one dies, insurers say, 
his birth certificate may be needed 
to verify the age of the insured in 
the event a discrepancy appears. 
Insurers advise that the benefi- 
ciary’s birth certificate be available 
too, because it is essential in cer- 
tain types of settlements where the 
age of a beneficiary is a material 
factor. 

A dentist is often careless, par- 
ticularly where accounts payable 
are concerned. While his assistant 
will see to it that his dental ac- 
counts are kept up to date, the den- 
tist’s personal bills may be neglect- 
ed, so far as records are concerned. 
A statement may. go into a coat 
pocket, desk drawer or various 
other places. In the event of your 
death, the accumulation of all of 
them may be a sizable undertaking, 
with the possibility that one which 
was overlooked will bring your 
family an embarrassing dun from 
an unexpected source. Whenever 
possible, sales slips for all credit 
purchases made should be retained 
until the items are paid for, so that 
the amounts of the slips may be 
tallied with the balances of state- 
which arrive after your 


ments, 
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death, as insurance against over- 
payment. 

For various reasons your estate 
may have developed a shortage of 
ready cash at the time of your 
death. As insurance against such 
circumstances, keep an up-to-date 
record showing which of your 
debts require immediate payment. 
Otherwise, your widow may have 
to borrow money to meet an unex- 
pected large payment. She may 
have to borrow money at interest, 
which would reduce the value of 
your estate and complicate its set- 
tlement. You may wish to conceal 
from your wife any large-scale ob- 
ligations that you have incurred, 
but as a precaution against post- 
mortem crises, such matters should 
be revealed to your wife or attor- 
ney so that one of them will have 
full knowledge of your financial 
affairs. 

List all your credit purchases 
and keep this list up to date. The 
list can serve several useful pur- 
poses. First, it will tell your widow 
what items she must pay for, which 
have not already been billed to 
you. Second, it will prevent pay- 
ments to unscrupulous persons for 
goods you never ordered. In vari- 
ous cities, smooth talking gypsters 
have been known to visit the homes 
of widows with merchandise sup- 
posedly ordered by their husbands 
prior to their deaths, mulcting the 
unsuspecting women of large 
amounts of money. An accurate 
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list of your purchases may prevent 
your widow from falling victim to 
one of these dishonest peddlers. 

When a merchant dies, a real 
estate broker can help the widow 
dispose of her husband’s business. 
Not so with the dentist’s widow. 
Some real estate men will not even 
handle dental offices. Those who 
will are unlikely to have much luck 
in finding immediate _ tenants. 
Meantime the office gathers dust 
instead of profits while your widow 
continues to pay costly rent. If you 
include among your records a list 
of reputable advertising mediums 
for dental offices, disposal of your 
equipment and lease will be expe- 
dited. In some cases your widow 
may be unable to sell your practice 
outright and as protection against 
this possibility a list of dealers in 
used dental equipment should be 
furnished her. 

As a considerate father you 
are anxious to prevent your family 
from facing privation in event of 
your death. It is, therefore, incon- 
sistent and illogical to cause your 
widow unnecessary effort and anxi- 
ety at the time of your passing. So 
that your widow may face the fu- 
ture with the fullest possible seren- 
ity, simplify the settlement of your 
estate as much as possible. Rule 
out guesswork in your financial 
affairs as you would at the dental 
chair.

AN ENGLISH teacher once said the 
best time to write a composition on 
thirst is when you avidly crave a 
drink. Similarly, the proper time 
to decide if dental fees are ade- 
quate is immediately after a trying 
session at the chair with an unco- 
operative child or other occasions 
one could cite that require unusual 
tact and patience in the manage- 
ment of cantankerous dental pa- 
tients. 

A: few dentists charge enough, 
but I do not believe that their 
average fees ever have been, or are 
now, sufficient to pay for the spe- 
cialized services their patients re- 
ceive. I do not mean that we should 
raise our fees suddenly about fifty 
per cent and expect to get away 
with it, even though hospitals, 
druggists, physicians and other 
professions and trades lead us in 
having increased their charges.

Figure It? 


People are more dental minded 
now than they have ever been, but 
we should try to increase the de- 
mand for dentistry by informing 
people why they need it. Why? 
Because dentistry offers so many 
personal benefits of which health, 
appearance, and higher social 
standing head the long list. 

After we show people why den- 
tistry is indispensable, a greater 
demand for it will come about. 
After the demand has been estab- 
lished we can raise our fees to 
where they make sense so that we 
will cease running behind other 
professions and trades in increased 
incomes. 

We must not feel sorry for pa- 
tients who ask, “How much will 
this cost me?” If these people own 
property, travel, and have good in- 
comes, they are accustomed to pay- 
ing high prices for everything ex- 
cept dentistry, for which some 
think they pay too much. We de- 
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Make patients understand the 
value of dentistry, then you 


can raise your fee. 


serve credit if we succeed in sell- 
ing people on dentistry instead of 
letting them waste money on un- 
necessary things. Most American 
families waste much more each 
year than they pay dentists, phy- 
sicians, and hospitals combined. 

Recently one of my patients 
asked a man what he would charge 
to tuckpoint a chimney on his 
bungalow. The estimate was $125. 
Materials cost $10, and the trades- 
man asked $115 for eight hours of 
his time. 

Are dental fees fair? 

Can you afford to have your 
painting done or must you do it 
yourself? Have you had your 
wife’s fur coat repaired recently ? 
Or sent your son to college and 
paid his tuition, board and other 
expenses while your plumber’s or 
your carpenter’s sons took up their 
fathers’ trades and earned money 
right from the start instead of wait- 
ing before your son earned a liv- 
able income? Do not forget that 
tradesmen do not need college or 
high school diplomas to “enroll.” 

When you give estimates do you 
always remember that every $1,000 
you earn leaves you only $600 
profit? The balance goes for ex- 
penses. You have unproductive 
hours and you must pay your den- 
tal assistant. Your wife is entitled 
to help with the housework and 
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your children, and hired help costs 
plenty. 

If at 65 you were suddenly 
forced to retire, would you and 
your wife have financial security 
without outside help? If not, would 
this be the result of your insuff- 
cient fees, rather than your lack 
of patients? 

Now look at department stores. 
They are always fixing, painting 
and changing things at great ex- 
pense, your expense, to keep every- 
thing looking new and clean. And 
every time you buy a suit, or your 
wife gets a dress, you pay part of 
the store’s overhead. 

That reminds me, many of our 
own quarters need decorating or 
the walls and woodwork need 
washing or some of the equipment 
needs replacing or polishing. Can 
we afford it? Maybe, maybe not. 


Establish Demand 

After we establish that demand 
for dentistry by showing people 
the real need for it, we can slowly 
raise our fees so that we can afford 
to add the decorations that our of- 
fices now lack. It will take several 
years, but now is the time to work 
at it even if we are too busy. If we 
put on a more attractive appear- 
ance people will respect dentists 
and dentistry more and expect to 
pay for value received. 

You do a patient a good turn if 
you show him how a bridge would 
give him more chewing power, that 
some teeth are entirely idle unless 
opposing teeth meet them. 

To create demand for dentistry 
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we should advise that all old roots 
be removed “by all means” for 
sanitary reasons, that no case of 
pyorrhea should be permitted to go 
on to allow swallowing pyorrhetic 
“poisons.” Or that teeth with cav- 
ities are bound to give trouble soon 
if nothing is done about them. Or 
that the cost and the pain will be 
less now than a year from now. 
Or that it will be too late to save 
the teeth unless we start at once. 
Dentistry cannot wait, but a TV set 
or a club membership can. 

We should impress upon patients 
that well-kept teeth make them look 
younger. Diseased teeth make them 
look careless and older. Attractive 
teeth keep them happier and give 
them prestige and pride. 

Such statements as these are 
simple and convincing, and they 
sell many millions of dollars worth 
of dentistry every year. Besides, 
they show people the advantages 
of good teeth. Then they will de- 
mand our services and we can ask 
fees that we rightfully earn and 
some day we may be able to cut 
our work week to 40 hours. 

Many already know the real val- 
ue of dental services. They are our 
patients. If we asked more, many 
would be willing to pay more. 
Some patients are surprised at our 
low fees. 


Explain Requirements 

People who complain that our 
fees are high do not comprehend 
what is required of dentists to give 
good service. We must, at every 
opportunity, explain dentistry and 
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tell patients about the expense and 
the years we devote to study and 
detailed training before we can de- 
liver the finished product, that we 
do not work only at the chair but 
also when we study to keep up with 
our fast-moving profession, that we 
work more than eight hours daily, 
which includes time spent in the 
laboratory, planning the day, cler- 
ical work, preparing and reading 
to improve our technique, and dis- 
cussing our problems with other 
dentists. Also postgraduate courses, 
society meeetings and conventions. 
We must remind the public that 
for every dollar we earn we put in 
time, while many other workers do 
not. 

We must never allow patients to 
think dentistry is easy and that our 
hours are short. If we expect to 
modernize our fees we must show 
why we do so. We are entitled to 
more money because of the im- 
provement in the quality and in 
the natural appearance of dentis- 
try. Where would we be if we 
worked only eight hours daily as 
most other people do? 

One oral hygiene instructor ad- 
vises treating every extraction as 
a major operation. That is fine, 
but how about the fee for this ma- 
jor operation? Are two or three 
dollars enough? Do not major 
operations by physicians begin at 
about seventy-five dollars? Why 
the major difference? 

If we discuss our so-called high 
fees with people, we might ask 
them first if they know any wealthy 
dentists. It is likely that they do 
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not. If they do, we might then ask 
if the dentists or their wives in- 
herited money or had good luck 
with investments. Usually we dis- 
cover that their fortunes were not 
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goods are sold. It is a necessity 
whose many advantages should be 
made so convincing that people are 
bound to demand it and be willing 
to pay what it is worth.

WHAT PEOPLE THINK CAUSES TOOTH DECAY 


Amonc 8,320 persons responding to a questionnaire from the American 
Dental Association, 4 out of 10 believed that frequent eating of sweets 
was the most important cause of poor teeth in children. Lack of vitamins 
(22.1 per cent) ; lack of milk (27.6 per cent); lack of sunshine (2.0 
per cent), were considered to be other factors. The hereditary predis- 
position was considered to be slight (1.6 per cent). This study would 
suggest that the public thinks that tooth decay is a disease of environ- 
mental conditions.—Journal of the American Dental Association.

NO LONGER can it be said that med- 
icine is practiced only by physi- 
cians and dentistry only by den- 
tists. More and more one finds un- 
trained elements trying to invade 
the professions. At first these ele- 
ments nibble at the fringes; later 
they boldly attempt larger bites. 
They offer the public short-cut 
services they claim are just as good 
and less expensive. In time, some 
of these “poachers” entrench them- 
selves in one corner, challenge all 
skeptics, proceed to establish juris- 
dictional claims thereto,’ and the 
fun begins. 

In the medical field, after pro- 
tracted fighting within, homeo- 
pathy, for example, has risen to 
equal status with the regular sys- 
tem of practice (allopathy). Other 
more recent intruders, such as na- 


turopathy, osteopathy, chiropody,

physiotherapy, electrotherapy, hy- 
drotherapy, are still slugging for 
recognition. Psychologists are bat- 
tling psychiatrists, opticians are 
fighting optometrists, and both are 
bucking the oculists and the oph- 
thalmologists, while some druggists 
not only sell medicines but hand 
out medical advice as well. 

Dentistry has been pushing vig- 
orously with both elbows to keep 
physicians at arms length and to 
hold back the recurrent tide of the 
illegal dental mechanic. We have 
to contend with the ready-to-use 
toothache remedy, guaranteed to 
stop something or other. Also, den- 
tifrice manufacturers, so dedicated 
to the preservation of our “gums” 
and the avoidance of “tooth decay” 
even “cure” your halitosis if their 
products are used as directed on 
the labels. 

It helps little to fill statute books 
with laws designed to define, reg-

ulate, circumscribe the scope, 
duties and privileges of the respec- 
tive professions; the outer edges 
always remain fluid—a fact that 
should really go to the debit side, 
inasmuch as it has the effect of 
dredging up raw material for sift- 
ing, testing, and ultimately incorp- 
orating into standard practice. 

We are witnessing here a pro- 
cess of attrition. You might call 
it a democratization of a closely- 
guarded fraternity of health prac- 
titioners. People want to know 
what is behind that Latinized 
mumbo-jumbo. The wide diffusion 
of even a smattering of informa- 
tion has made this process inevi- 
table. It is no longer news to hear 
of policemen and taxi drivers sub- 
stituting for the obstetrician. The 
awe and the hush-hush that used 
to envelop the dignity of the phy- 
siclian are gone. Today most peo- 
ple regard the physician with no 
temerity; they judge and evaluate 
the man for what he is and does. 


‘In brief, the physician has been 


unfrocked. 
Disconcerting as that mass in- 
vasion into hitherto hallowed 


ground may be, it has served to 
unmask “phonies” in the profes- 
sion. No longer will it be easy for 
an incompetent physician to hide 
behind a monocle, goatee, and a 
grandiose manner of an earlier 
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era. The mysticism, which in times 
past would, like a halo, surround 
the doctor and half sanctify his be- 
havior, has all but evaporated. 
Now, the man of medicine, simply 
has to deliver, or his patients dis- 
appear. The same, of course, is 
true of the dentist. 

So we come to the physician’s 
second and last prop, faith. That 
too, struggles to maintain itself, 
but this time against handmade 
disruptive forces from within. 

Faith in the physician has long 
been recognized as a_ powerful 
therapeutic agent. It is nourished, 
either by the unquestioned per- 
sonal integrity of the healer, or by 
his reputed divinity—or by both. 
Hence, when health care lay in the 
hands of the priesthood, it formed 
an ideal combination. There we 
had a dedicated personality no less 
than an instrument of God silently 
moving among the sick. Faith in 
the physician and the will to live 
are closely linked. Faith allays the 
fear of death, dulls the edge of 
pain, and inspires new hope. How- 
ever, the minute self-interest shows 
its ugly head, this will to live suf- 
fers a set-back and may, conceiv- 
ably lead many an ill person to 
give up the fight. Therefore, when 
an otherwise fine person, for ex- 
ample, “hates” to pay a medical 
bill, it is not always due to chican- 
ery. More often than not, it is a 
subconscious resentment against 
turning one’s suffering into mar- 
ketable merchandise and against 
being forced to buy sympathy at

so much per ounce. For, down 
deep in your soul, there is an in- 
destructible glimmer of Divinity 
which rises to affirm your kinship 
with life and the living every time 
you minister to the stricken—be 
the ministration medical, dental or 
spiritual—and which glimmer, in- 
cidentally, is the eternally unsul- 
lied core of all ethics. A sick per- 
son figuratively and literally snug- 
gles trustingly into the arms of the 
physician, much like a child does 
into the arms of its mother. How 
does the physician respond to that 
trust? How does he safeguard that 
faith? 


Resent Competition 

It is one thing to say that be- 
cause a dentist too must eat, he 
has to charge and collect a fee. It 
becomes quite another thing when 
dentists arrogate to themselves the 
right to close ranks, to exclude in- 
truders, to stake out people’s 
health as their private territory; to 
fight extension of public health as 
if it were an evil; to keep out of 
given states qualified men from 
other states. 

It is by now quite clear that the 
dentist has shed his divinity and 
has elected to enter the arena of 
competition where material things 
have always been the cause for a 
free-for-all scramble. Thus, with 
his own hands, he has given faith 
a body blow. 

It is elementary, yet necessary, 
to repeat that what ultimately dif- 
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ferentiates a health profession 
from a commercial enterprise is 
that, while the latter has its pat- 
ented secrets and registered formu- 
las, which it jealously guards 
against infringements, the former 
is animated by a spirit of free in- 
quiry, forever ranging the high- 
ways and byways of nature and 
human experience for the raw ore 
that may contain a nugget of gold. 
Civilized and unbiased, our atti- 
tude to the unlettered “healer” 
should be: “Brother, what have 
you to offer; we are willing to 
learn even from the most humble 
—we are not God.” 

It is thus that a profession is 
able to expand the frontiers of 
general welfare, and by its eternal 
eagerness for truth from whatever 
source, also sets an example of 
tolerance and civilized living. 

Since human nature is not ap- 
preciably changed by the Hippo- 
cratic oath or by a code of ethics, 
there is all the more reason for the 
dentist to keep his skirts from get- 
ting sullied by squabbles for 
“rights,” state limits, exclusions, 
and fee levels. 

While mystery has been melting 
away before the spread of secular- 
ity, liberty, and civilization, faith 
whose bedrock is single-minded 
dedication to healing the sick, is 
being thrown away by the profes- 
sion itself.

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The Waiting Period

“IF I COULD operate on every pa- 
tient within five minutes after he 
enters the reception room, nearly 
all of my nervous patient difficul- 
ties would cease to exist!” 

Every dentist has either made 
this statement or thought about it. 
We all know little mental relaxa- 
tion comes from anticipation of 
the dental chair, no matter how 
many times we have found it a not 
unpleasant experience. Hence the 
less time the patient waits, the 
easier and more efficiently the den- 
tist can handle that patient in the 
chair. 

We searched for the dentist who 
had reached this ideal. Naturally 
he could not be found, for it is 
virtually impossible to eliminate 
completely the waiting period in 
the average dental office. On the 
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other hand, it is not too difficult 
to keep waiting at a minimum. 
Here are a number of steps taken 
by the dentists with whom I talked 
to reach the goal of eliminating 
the patients’ waiting period. I have 
chosen those particularly applica- 
ble to the one- or two-man office. 

Keep a schedule of the day’s ap- 
pointments close to the chair itself. 
Patients wait because previously 
allotted time is insufficient to 
handle the person in the chair. If 
the dentist is kept constantly 
aware of the exact amount of time 
allotted and how much remains at 
any given time he can reduce con- 
versation and in other ways more 
nearly fit the allotted time so that 
the next person does not have to 
wait. 

Do not wait for anesthetic time 
in the chair. An entire day’s ap- 
pointments can be thrown off 
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A dentist can keep his office 


appointments on schedule. 


schedule by three or four early 
morning patients who take longer 
than average for proper reaction. 
In the one-chair office this can be 
done in a small anteroom when 
patients arrive. Many dentists have 
found that an extra chair for this 
purpose more than pays for itself. 

Train receptionists how to eval- 
uate exactly what their needs, from 
the time standpoint, will be and 
particularly so on first visits. Too 
many dental offices use a loose sys- 
tem of so much time for everyone. 
Such planning often forces all late 
afternoon patients to wait far be- 
yond their scheduled time in re- 
ception rooms. 

Call patients at home or office 
when delays occur. Anticipate 
these and rearrange the schedule 
early. Anyone would prefer to 
spend that extra half hour in his 
own home or office rather than in 
a dentist’s reception room. Too 
often dentists bemoan inconsider- 
ate patients who fail to keep their 
appointments but forget the occa- 


‘ sions when circumstances make it 


impossible for dentists to keep an 
appointment with a patient. It 
works both ways. 

Make some preparation before 
the start of each day. A study of 
appointments for the day will per- 
mit you to anticipate supplies you 
will need and to have them handy. 
Any step you take to eliminate the 
possibility of an appointment run- 
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ning over its allotted time is one 
more assurance that no patient will 
have to wait more than a moment 
or two in the reception room. 

Postpone appointments when 
your schedule gets far behind, is 
the advice of one dentist. When he 
sees appointments piling into each 
other, he searches his list for a pa- 
tient who is not suffering and 
whose treatment can be delayed for 
a day or so. Often one such post- 
ponement will put the schedules 
back in order by picking up ten 
or fifteen minutes. 

Be tough on laggards. The per- 
son who arrives ten or fifteen min- 
utes late without justifiable cause 
is seldom a patient worthy of con- 
sideration. If the next individual 
is early that appointment deserves 
first consideration, and it will keep 
the rest of the day’s schedule in 
order rather than having it pushed 
back by the laggard and thus forc- 
ing everyone else to wait the rest 
of the day. 

Set a gap or two in the schedule 
of appointments. Even the most 
experienced dentist cannot antici- 
pate all conditions which will arise 
and lengthen treatment of patients 
beyond the scheduled time. One 
dentist sets aside a 15-minute 
period during each morning and 
each afternoon, which he calls his 
“pick up slack” periods. If appoint- 
ments have been on schedule, it 
gives you and your assistant a 
moment or two to relax—a good 
thing in any dental office. 

Use appointment cards and 


other aids to eliminate mistakes.

DENTAL CARE FOLLOWS THE BUSINESS CYCLE 


In A well-planned and comprehensive study made among 40,000 dental 
patients by the Bureau of Economic Research and Statistics of the 
American Dental Association! pertinent facts were uncovered that re- 
flect the attitudes of people toward dental care. The most striking fact, 
but certainly not unexpected, is that people with better educational ad- 
vantages, with higher standards in the social and economic scale, are 
the ones who more often seek dental attention. Any dentist who was in 
practice during the depths of the economic depression of 1932-34 is 
aware that people dropped out of the dental market promptly when in- 
come was reduced. During the war years, when income was high and 
shortages of goods were acute, many people came into the dental market 
who previously were not regular seekers of dental care. 

This tendency of demand for dental services to follow the fluctuations 
of the business cycle should be a matter of present concern. No good 
purpose would be served for anyone, even for those who might have 
some political advantage, by making suggestions that would lead to eco- 
nomic panic. Neither is there any reason for optimism that is out of color 
with the economic facts. With the reduction in spending for defense 
there are inevitable business dislocations. Unemployment has increased. 
More families are finding it necessary to apply for unemployment insur- 
ance benefits. As the pinch is felt by these families it will be reflected all 
along the line. It is a chain-like reaction and in time the dentist is certain 
to feel the effects. 

As proof of this principle that the demand for dental care is corre- 
lated with the degree of national economic health, the American Dental 


1Survey of Needs for Dental Care, Bureau of Economic Research and Statistics, American 
Dental Association, 1954. 
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Association study reveals that the average adult patient in 1952 had 
fewer untreated carious lesions than the average dental patient had in 
1940. This suggests that people in general were seeking dental attention 
more frequently in 1952 than they were in 1940. 

In 1940 the country had just emerged from a devastating economic 
depression. Thousands of people had gone without dental care for eight 
or ten years. When they sought attention in 1940 they had an over- 
whelming number of untreated cavities, teeth needing extraction and 
replacement. In 1952 the country was in boom-time because of the bil- 
lions of dollars that were being expended on defense. Employment was 
high, taxes were high, living expenses were high. Despite this elevated 
temperature of the economic body, people still had more money to spend 
for dental care than they had in 1940. Only when all economic elements 
in the population prosper may we expect dentists to have good times. 

Although the dentist may not be directly involved in the affairs that 
represent the index of business activity—freight car loadings, unemploy- 
ment statistics, steel production tonnage, farmer purchasing power— 
he is indirectly concerned in all of these. Whenever workers lose their 
jobs, or farmers their buying power, the dentist suffers even if he does 
not have a single labor union member or a farmer in his practice. 

The past twenty-five years have seen an increasing acceptance of den- 
tal care among all population groups. There is not the same kind of 
popular resentment against the costs of dental care as we find expressed 
against the costs of medical and hospital care. Our public relations are 
generally good. The newspapers and magazines have not attacked us as 
they have our medical colleagues. 

Despite our favorable position in the public esteem we should not be 
unconcerned with the economic currents that surround us. A dental 
practice cannot stand remote from the forces of business recession.

Aerylic Davis Crown for 
Discolored Incisor with Filled Root Canal

By X-ray, examine the root 
canal filling to make sure 
it is satisfactory. 


Reduce the tooth slightly 
below the gingival line. 


With straight fissure bur, 
remove the filling from 
about *% of the length of 
the canal, leaving the seal 
of the apical foramen in- 
tact. 
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Add more wax and carve 
to proper tooth form. With- 
draw carving with post 
still imbedded in the wax. 
Invest and process in ac- 
rylic of the correct shade. 


For maximum retention, 
notch the root portion of 
the post before cementing 
the crown in place. 


Solder a small crossbar to 
a gold post. Insert into 
canal. Pack melted white 
wax well into the root area.

Frontal Pain 


Q.—My patient, aged 25, has acute 
pulpitis in the upper right third molar 
because of a carious exposure. After I 
took roentgenograms I gave her a tube- 
rosity injection of xylocaine hydrochlo- 
ride 2 per cent with epinephrine 1:100,- 
000. In less than a minute her acute 
pain was gone, and she expressed relief. 
However, a few seconds later she grasped 
the back of her neck and complained of 
an unbearable pain there which later 
radiated to the frontal region. This 
lasted for about three or four minutes, 
then subsided, leaving a headache. The 
tooth was extracted and the patient 
given two obtundent tablets. The next 
morning the patient had no complaints. 

What is your explanation? I can find 
nothing similar in any of my anesthesia 


texts.—E.T.R., New York. 

A.—We cannot give you a satis- 
factory explanation of this strange 
occurrence. Since it was fortunate- 
ly of such short duration, feel sure 
you are justified in disregarding it. 
—V.C. SMEDLEY. 


Lingual Soreness 


Q.—One of my edentulous patients 
complains of soreness at the base of the 
tongue as well as the tip and covering 
about one-half inch in area. She has 
worn acrylic dentures for 18 months, 
and they are her first dentures. When 
she removes them for any length of 
time, the soreness disappears. The sen- 
sitive areas appear somewhat red, but I 
do not think I would have noticed it if 
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the patient had not called them to my 
attention. The teeth are slightly labial 
to the ridges, and I do not think crowd- 
ing could be the cause. I shall appreci- 
ate any information you can give me in 
this case.—M.L.K., New Jersey. 

A.—The soreness at the base of 
the tongue might be caused by ex- 
tension of the lingual flanges be- 
cause of settling of the ridges dur- 
ing this 18 months of service. I 
should attempt to determine this 
with the use of disclosing wax. 
Line the denture with soft wax and 
have the patient chew on base plate 
wax, swallow, talk, protrude the 
tongue to moisten the lips, and ex- 
tend it into each cheek. Chill with 
cold water and grind to relieve ex- 
cess pressure or rebase as discrep- 
ancy may indicate. 

Bring the lingual surface where 
the tip of the tongue touches to a 
high state of polish, and make sure 
that the patient keeps the denture 
scrupulously clean.—V. C. SMEp- 
LEY. 


Cheilosis 


Q.—My patient, aged 65, has upper 
and lower acrylic dentures, which are 
satisfactory. He has fissures at the cor- 
ners of his mouth. The color is gray 
with redness. 

How should I treat this case?—E.J.L., 
Rhode Island. 
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A.—Sore inflamed fissures at 
the corners of the mouth are called 
cheilosis. Vitamin deficiency is 
said to be a cause. It can be cured 
through proper vitamin therapy. 

I have been able to relieve simi- 
lar cases by opening the bite with 
dentures or adding to the buccal 
contour of the upper to lessen the 
depth of the fissures into which 
saliva seeps, chapping the lip mem- 
brane.—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Buccal Growth 

Q.—Is there any other therapy than 
a pad of cotton in the cheek to reduce 
buccal surface growth ?—N.S., New York. 

A. — Your description of 
“srowth” is so meager that it is 
difficult to give you an intelligent 
answer, but I should suggest that 
one of the first things to do is to 
determine (if possible) the cause 
of the growth and remove the 
cause. If the swelling in the cheek 
is caused by the tissue crowding 
between the occlusal surfaces and 
being bitten repeatedly, holding a 
pad in the cheek to extend it fur- 
ther than necessary for a number 
of hours sometimes will train the 
cheek to stay out and prevent 
biting. 

But occasionally the buccal tis- 
sue higher up at the denture peri- 
phery may be bruised by the den- 
ture margin if the ridge has 
shrunken since the denture was 
made. Sometimes this can be cor- 
rected by rebasing or remaking a 
denture. And sometimes it is advis- 
able to remove such traumatized 
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tissue surgically, in which case it 
is best to have a biopsy.—V. C. 
SMEDLEY. 


impacted Cuspid 


Q.—One of my patients complains of 
pain from either pressure, cold or heat 
in the upper left lateral incisor. She has 
some pain all the time. The roentgeno- 
grams show two impacted cuspids. 

On examination no cavities were 
found, and I wondered if it was possible 
that the cuspids might be the cause of 
the lateral incisor bothering her.—G.S., 
Texas. 

A.—A vitality test report would 
help me to give an opinion on the 
left maxillary lateral incisor in the 
case you presented. A patient’s re- 
port of cold and heat causing pain 
in a tooth is not of much help since 
cold or heat affect a number of 
teeth. However, the roentgenogram 
of the impacted left cuspid shows 
destruction or disintegration of the 
crown, which is roentgenographi- 
cally superimposed on the root of 
the lateral incisor. It may be that 
the process, which has caused par- 
tial destruction of the crown of the 
cuspid, has also damaged the root 
of the lateral incisor with irritation 
of the pulp. I believe the lateral in- 
cisor will have to be removed soon, 
because of the condition of the im- 
pacted cuspid.—GeEorcE R. War- 
NER.

Q.—A 37-year-old patient had all her 
upper teeth extracted and two weeks 
later she had a full upper denture in- 
serted, despite my warning against the

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discomforts to be expected. We have had 
considerable difficulty with this denture 
since then, but after several rebases 
managed to obtain satisfactory function, 
except that every time the patient takes 
a cold or hot drink she “gags” and feels 
nauseated. She feels as though some- 
thing was slipping between the roof of 
her mouth and her denture. She can 
swallow solids without difficulty and can 
chew reasonably well. The retention of 
the upper denture is good. The patient, 
who is highly emotional, recently had a 
nervous collapse and is being treated 
for painful hemorrhoids. 

These factors may seem irrelevant, 
but I feel that most of her discomfort 
with the denture is more of psychoso- 
matic origin than anything else.—K.E. 
W., Massachusetts. 


A.—We have less difficulty with 
our patients accommodating them- 
selves to our dentures when we in- 
sert them with the aid of disclosing 
wax immediately following the ex- 
traction of the anterior teeth rather 
than a few weeks after extraction. 

The most frequent cause of gag- 
ging with dentures is a tickling of 
the tissue as the soft palate flexes 
in function. Setting the denture up 
more firmly in the postdam area 
plus the patient’s determined effort 
to cooperate, is all that is necessary 
to overcome this difficulty.—V. C. 
SMEDLEY. 


Lichen Planus 


Q.—I have a patient whose buccal 
mucous membrane is covered with white 
patches in irregular lacy patterns, re- 
sembling a white film over the area. No 
hard nodules or ulcerations are present. 
It occurs in the lower buccal where 
there could be no irritation. There are 
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no red borders or tender spots.—H.C.B., 
California. 

A.—From your description of 
the buccal mucosa in the mouth of 
your patient, I suspect lichen 
planus as the condition. 

In differential diagnosis leuko- 
plakia has to be ruled out and also 
the mucous plaques of syphilis. 

The latest edition of Blakiston’s 

Gould Medical dictionary consid- 
ered lichen planus as a cutaneous 
lesion only. Other authorities!- 
state that it may start as a skin dis- 
ease and spread to the mucous 
membrane, or it may start in the 
mucous membrane and spread to 
the skin. In a small percentage of 
cases it is confined to the mucous 
membrane. 
_ The etiology of the condition is 
not known. In some cases it seems 
to be the result of severe emotion- 
al disturbance. It is generally con- 
sidered a benign condition, and 
the prognosis is of a rather long 
drawn out affliction with final res- 
olution in most cases. The accept- 
ed treatment is a solution of potas- 
sium arsenite.—GEORGE R. War- 
NER.
